SPRINGFIELD, III., June 25.—[Special.]—The 
House did a good piece of work today in pase- 
ing the Criminal Continuances bill, and also in 
the progress it made on the appropriations. The 
Surety Companies bill was killed as much be- 
cause of the objectionable means taken to ad- 
vance it as for any other reason. Haines got 
his township job through by the help of his 
Cook County tools. The discovery that the 
Snyder Butterine bill was missing at the 
time when to advance it to third 
reading meant its passage caused a sen- 
sation.

Both the Convict- 
Labor and the Truck bills might have been met 
squarely and disposed of without precipitating 
a deadiock, but, after getting all the corpora- 
tion bills through, the Senate undertook to let 
the other measures die a natural death, The 
pressure of the labor organizations was, how- 
ever, too great, and the Senators were forced 
to meet the issue with no room for dodgers. 
At this writing the outcome cannot be guessed. 
There is some talk of rescinding the resolution 
to adjourn and lengthening the session by a

The Truck bill came up for consideration 
this morning, and the only speeches its pres- 
ence provoked was furnished by Senators 
Southworth and Streeter.

MEXICO’S FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


APPREHENSIONS THAT FRANCE, GERMANY, 
AND THE UNITED STATES WILL INTER- 
FERE—REPUDIATING RAILROAD SUBSIDIES 
AND CUSTOM-HOUSE CERTIFICATES. 

Crry oF Mexico, June 25.—There was a pro- 
tracted meeting last night of the directors of 
the National Bank of Mexico, at which Sefior 
Dublan, the Minister of Finance, was present 
and was interrogated as to whether any ar- 
rangement could be made with the Govern- 
ment whereby the bank might be exempted 
from the operation of the law decreed Monday 
last, a synopsis of which has been telegraphed 
in these dispatches. The Minister of Finance 
replied that nothing could be done, as thé law 
bad been decreed by the füll Cabinet, presided 
over by the President of the Republic. 

The National Bank is badly embarrassed, 
and, it is predicted, cannot survive this shock. 
The London Bank is quite unaffected by the 
law. There is talk that the National Bank, the 
Central Railroad, and the National Raliroad 
will join in a common protest to the Govern- 
ment, but not until their attorneys meet can 
it be decided upon what grounds this can be 
accomplished. The National Bank’s capital is 
largely held in France, where it is backed by 
the franco-Egy ptien Bank. and today rumors 
bave been current that the French Government 
might make a diplomatic protest in behalf of 
the bank. 

A question has also been raised regarding the 
attitude of the United States Government 
should the American railroads be seriously 
embarrassed. Minister Jackson is in Toluca, 
where his wifeis ill, and could not be inter- 
viewed by interested Americans. 

The large German mercantile houses here 
have bought up custom-house certificates at a 
discount, and the point bas been raised in 
German circles that the home Government is 
likely to make diplomatic inquiry why these 
certificates have been discredited. 

Hegarding the question of possible inter- 
ference by the United States Government, it is 
said in legal circles here that the American 
railroads are Mexican corporations under 
terms of their respective concessions, and can- 


not appeal to Washington. 


It is reported that the Government wiil in a 
few days publish a new scheme for the adjust- 
ment of the English debt, and it is expected a 
tavored result will tollow on the London mar-

TLE AND KILLED. 

' INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 25.—[Special.|— 
North Salem, a village in Hendricks County, 
twenty-six miles from Indianapolis, on the In- 
dianapolis, Decatur & Springfield Railroad, 
was last night the scene of a dreadful accident 
by which three persons lost their lives. In the 
morning a woman who gave her name as Reed, 
of Jamestown, a neighboring town, tramped 
into the place accompanied by. two children, 
girls aged 3 and 12 years. They were in very 
destitute circumstances. and aid was afforded 
them for the day. Toward dusk they started 
west along the railroad track. About a mile 
west is a long trestle, twenty feet high, 
over Eel River, and at the west- 
ern end a sharp curve. . The 
travelers had reached this trestle when a 
freight-train east-bound rounded the curve. 
When the engineer saw the unfortunates he 
was too close to stop the train before reaching 
them. They were apparentiy paralyzed with 
fright and stood. motioniess until the engine 
struck them. .The girls were killed outright. 
The mother, with both legs broken, was taken 
to town and cared for. It was found that in 
addition to severe internal injuries the woman 
was suffering from concussion of the brain, 
and this superinduced a comatose state from 
which she never rallied, although she lingered 
till this morning. Before losing consciousness 
she told one of the physicians that her name 
was Sarah Wilson, and that she had lived in 
Indianapolis near the Union depot, but no such 
person can be located here.

THE JOYFUL REUNION OF A COLORED FAM- 
ILT WHOM SLAVERY SEPARATED. 

DANVILLE, Va., June 26.— [Special. —Aunt 
Parthenia Jones, aged 79 years, was sold as a 
slave from Person County, North Carolina, 
forty years ago. She was separated from her 
husband and two daughters at that time. After 
ber freedom she began searching for them. 
She learned some years ago that her husband 
was dead. She traced her daughters to this 
place, and reached here last night looking for 
them. They were found today and reunited, 
the meeting being very touching. At the time 
she was taken from them one was about 11 
years old and the other six months. Her eldest 
daughter is now the wife of a colored Justice 
of the Peace of this city.

amendment, and thus the bill would at last fail 
of adoption. Merritt, earnestly opposed this pro- 
gram, and Duncan moved to suspend the rules, 
which gave Rinehart the power he had acquired 
over the bill. The President decided the mo- 
tion out of order, and Duncan appealed to the 
Senate, but a roli-call failed to reverse the de- 
cision of the President, and Rinehart appears 
to be master of the Truck bill. It is the bill, 
it will be remembered, which makes it uniaw- 
ful for “any person, company, corporation, or 
association employing more than twenty work- 
men in this State to make deduction from his, 
its, or their workmen, except for lawful money 
—cash—actually advanced.” 
CONVICT LABOR. 

Senator Johnson made an effort to call up 
the Trades Assembiy Convict-Labor bill, but 
objection was made and a first-class row at 
once sprang up. He moved to suspend the 
rules. The motion failed to receive the re- 
quired two-thirds’ majority, and so was lost, 
the vote standing 24 in its favor to 20 against it. 
Senators White, Mason, Cloonan, and Hereley 
noisily declaimed against this action, and 
Mason tried to getin a motion making House 
bills on second reading «the regular 
order. The object of this was to place 
the bill in the regular order,“ and so reach it 
in that way.

HARVARD ROWS AWAY FROM COLUMBIA. 
New Lonpon, Conn., June 25.—The time for 
Harvard-Columbia freshmen race was set 
for 10:30 o'clock this morning. At that hour 
the boats were at the starting-point, which was 
the flag off the naval station. After a tedious 
wait the boats got into line and the word “Go” 
was given at 11:15. Both crews took water 
simultaneously, with little or no splash, Har- 
vard rowing forty strokes to Columbia's thirty- 
nine. Both crews kept side by side for the 
first 100 yards, and then Harvard drew slowly 
ahead and continued to increase ter lead to 
the finish. At the mile and a half Columbia 
had run her stroke up to forty-four, while Har- 
vard held K forty. Harvard reached the 
one and one-baif mile in 8 minutes 57% seconds, 
and Columbia in 9 minutes 87 seconds. Har- 
vard pulled away for the finish in excellent 
shape, rowing forty-two strokes on the spurt, 
and crossed the line an easy winner by ten 
lengths. The time was: Harvard, 12 minutes 
22 seconds: Columbia, 18 minutes 12 seconds. 
The Columbias rowed well, but were no match 
for the Harvards.

Joe bad 
his mane adorned with bright red ribbons, but 
otherwise bore his many honors with be- 
coming modesty. Next in. the sate 
string came Bob Sites, who gave a little sur- 
prise party by capturing the Brewers’ Cup at- 
Latonia this season. Bob is a modest horse, 
too; his costume was a plain white sheet and a 
dirty towel gee bias. Baldwin, “Lucky 
Baldwin,” the Facile coast milli has 
the biggest string at the track. Foremost on 
the string came Lucky B. the winner of the 
Louisville Cup this year. Following came vo-

other cracks. Corrigan’s string bt about 
sixteen was headed by Modesty. the winner of 
the first American Derby at Washington Park 
last year and the winner of the St.

Irish Pat, Lizzie Dwyer, Freeland, Swiney, and 
seven or eight other noted thoroughbreds, 
Freeland won à large number of valuable stake 
races last year, and was the only racing horse 
that was never beaten during the season. 
Swiney has won several good stakes this year, 
and Murphy and Dwyer have also been winners 
in important events. Milton Young has a 
string of about eighteen, five or six of which 
have made excellent records. First came 
Troubadour, followed by Bootblack, Poega- 
sus, Tenbooker, and Bankrupt. Bank- 
rapt’s performances last year gained 
him the title of “The Invincible Bank- 
rupt”’ in sporting parlance. Green 
Morris’ famous stables—Morris & Patten's— 
was led by Freeman, the string including the 
famous old Fellowplay and such cracks as Fa- 
vor, Biersan, Teustone, and Compensation. 
Biersan won the Clark Stakes récently at Louis- 
ville, and was second choice for the Kentucky 
Derby.

CHARGES AGAINST THE ASSESSORS. 
Mayor Grace has sent to the Commissioners 
of the Department of Taxes and Assessments 
charges against the members of the Board of 
Assessors, and has recommended that the As- 
sessors be removed from office. Twoof the 
Assessors are Republicans and two are Demo- 
crats. The Mayor gives the full text of the 
correspondence which he had some time ago 
with the Board of Assessors, and charges the 
members of the boara with delaying their 
work and failing to make the proper quarterly 
and yearly reports to the Tax Department’ 
and to him as required by the law. 
These alleged facts are supplemented by a de- 
tailed statement of the inequalities in taxation 
and of cases where the work of the Assessors 
has come before the courts, whefe decisions 
adverse to the city were invariabiy rendered. 
Specific instances are also given in which the 
assessments for public improvements have 
been passed vpon without conforming to the 
laws governing such work. The Mayor charges 
the Assessors with failing to particularize fifty- 


two instances in which the board remitted as- 


sessments. In conclusion Mr. Grace gives his 
opinion that the Commissioners of Taxes and 
Assessments should remove the Assessors.

BURCHARD’S CASE. 

Interest in the case of Mr. Burchard, the 
Director of the Mint, increases with the delay. 
Treasury Department officials. confirm the 
statement that a letter demanding Burchard's 
resignation was sent and remains unanswered. 
The Secretary directed that this letter be writ- 
ten Tuesday. It is believed that he has not se- 
lected Burohard's successor, and is in no hurry 
to do so. In the cases of the Auditors and 
Second Controller, the Secretary asked and 
received the resignations long before he 
acted upon them, and in the case of 
the Chief of the Secret-Service Division 
there is no indication of the early appointment 
of a successor, although the resignation was 
tendered some time ago.

This was the great day for the university, the 
occasion being its forty-first annual commence- 
ment. The procession fo in tront of the 
law building at 10 o’clock, headed by Maj. Har- 
rison Soulé, Marshal, the Chequamegon Band, 
President Angell, the o of the day, and 
tne regents. Then followed the faculties, the 
alumni in classes, and the graduating classes 
in the literary, medical, law, pharmacy, dental, 
and homeopathio departments in the order 
named. They marched into the hall and took 
seats in front. The great university hall, seat- 
ing 8,500 people, was pletely filled with a 
perfect sea of fluttering fans, white dresses, 
and immaculate dress suits. The commence- 
ment address was delivered by the Rev. Dr. 8. 
L. Caldwell, President of Vassar College, his 
subject being Life and Literature“: 

He said that life and literature seemed to face 
each other here today. What more natural than 
to examine the account between the two, anc es- 
pecially to calculate how much after all literature 
owes to life? On such an opcasion and in such a 
place it might seem disioyal to the mistress of our 
vows not to urge the interésts of literature; but 
whichever side of the shield is faced, silver or 
golden, we shall find that it has a re- 
verse, and that the two are really debtors to 
each other. The intellectua) energies of American 
civilization are mighty and prodactive, but they 
have run not to literature but to life. The Old 
World literature was large enough to supply all 
our needs, and the active thought of the Nation 
has been deposited in inventions. industries, insti- 
tutions. It has been worth a thousand years of his- 
tory to begin with so much behind us, which has 
kept us trom breaking from that past in which 
the wealth of nations often lies. We 
should not mourn the absence as yet 
of an American literature; Shakspeare and Milton 
are of our blood; the ideal world of the poet has 
no Atiantic. Literature is one of the highest forms 
of life, but it uses language as its onlyjinstrument, 
and language must be recruited from other sources 
or fall into decay, Speech has its limits and life 
has none. Life is greater than literature, as all 
rivers run into the sea and it is never full. 

After the preseutation of the diplomas the 
graduates, alumni, faculties, regents, and 
friends of the university adjourned to the rink 
to partake of the commencement dinner. 
Seven bundred sat down to the tables. Presi- 
dent Angeil made a speech of welcome. Toasts 
were then responded to as follows:

Judge Smith and his friends have determined

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Texas where the trees were thus loaded 
down with gallows fruit it is to be presumed 
that justice of any kind is scarce in the 
market and hard to get, so that people have 
to manufacture their own article, the regular 
old slow-going market either being too fer 
away or too limited to supply the demand. 
There is this consolation, however, that the 
home-made justice, like all other home-made 
articles, is stout, reliable, and effective. 

The operations of Judge Lynch, however, 
are not confined to horse-thieves in Texas, 
His boom is quite general. Since the ist of 
January the number of scoundrels lynched 
in various parts of the country is 99, of 
whom 96 were males and $ females, 58 
white and 41 colored. As usual, the South 
takes more than three-fourths of the lot, 
having 75, against 24 credited to the North. 
In detail the States are represented as fol- 
lows: Alabama 8, Arkansas 1, Florida 2, 
| Georgia 2, Iowa 6, Kansas 3, Kentucky 3, 
| Maryland 1, Mississippi 6, Missouri 6, North 
Carolina 2, Nebraska 2, Ohio 3, Oregon 3, 
Tennessee 7, Texas 31, Virginia 2, West 
Virginia 2. In the Territories: New Mex- 
leo 2, Indian Territory 7, Dakota 1, 
Montana 8, Washington 1. It may also 
be of interest to know that of these 
99 departed citizens 44 were lynched 
for murder, 81 for horse and cattle stealing, 
14 for rape, 3 for incendiarism, 2 for train- 
wrecking, 2 for murderous assault, 2 for un- 
known reasons, and 1 for burglary. These 
returns, it will be observed, are for six 
months, and their significance will be appar- 
ent when it is stated that the number of 
Iynchinss last year was 195, which was an 
increase of nearly 100 over 1883. ‘The num- 
ber of lynchings thus far in this year has 


. steadily increased month by’ month, so that 


at this ratio the total for the year will con- 
siderably exceed 250. Hanging does not 
keep anything like an even pace with lynch- 
ing, though the volume of crime for the first 
six months of this year is far in excess of 
what it was last year during the shme period. 
Last year there were 128 criminals hanged, 
but this year thug far there have been but 
forty-two. At this ratio the number of ex- 
ecutions will be much smaller than in any 
year since 1878. 

Texas takes the lead in lynchings, as it does 


an crime. More murders, for instance, have 


‘been reported by telegraph from that State 
than from any other State in the Union. 
Among the Southern States Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, and Tennessee come the nearest to it, 
but it has three times as many as any one of 
these. It would be curious to compare Mis- 
sissippi with Texas, but murder is such an 
everyday occurrence there that it is not con- 
sidered news, and hence is not telegraphed 
unless it is characterized by circumstances of 
unusual importance. With all this crime 
rampant in Texas but two cases of legal 
hangings have been reported from the State, 


which shows that justice is in a bad way | 


there and sufficiently aceounts for the enter- 
prise of the people in administering thirty- 
one cases themselves. Take it all round, it 
js an unhealthy year for criminals. The le 
gal hangman may not keep pace with them 
owing to the obstacles which stand in his 
way, but Judge Lynch is doing well in his

facts instead of mere assertions, so that it 
would be possible to punish false swearing in 
such cases, As it is now, the hands of the 
Judges are tied, and any rogue who pleases 
may come inte court and insult them with 
perjured charges of prejudice made under 
the assurance that he can never be punished 
for false swearing. This evil still continues. 
The Legislatare has made a beginning, how- 
ever, in passing the other bill, and it may 
prove the first step toward other important 
reforms to be reached hereafter. 


THE MEXICAN FINANCIAL TROUBLE 

The new President of Mexico has brought 
about something like a financial revolution 
by his measures to increase the revenue, 
Under his offieial decree, salaries have been 
reduced about ofe-half, no money is to be 
spect on new public works, and custom- 
house certificates have been discredited, as 
they are no longer receivabie for taxes. As 
an immediate effect of these and other pro- 


| visions of the new decree the National Bank 


of Mexico is seriously embarrassed, and so 
crippled that it is not likely to survive the 
shock; and American railroads, which it is 
claimed are Mexican corporations under the 
terms of their. respective concessions, are 
also in danger. As another result of this 
financial coup, @’état, France is likely to in- 
terfere, as the capital of the National Bank 
of Mexico 10 largely held in that country.

the discredited eustom-house certificates. © 
The financial condition of Mexico “has 
been growing gradually worse for some time 
past, especially during the Administration of | 
President Diaz’s predecessor. If the revenue 


can be increased by cutting down unnecessary | 
expenditures, that is a wise policy, but it is | 


not judicious to strike at the sources of the 
country’s prosperity or to embarrass the de- 
velopment of resources which ultimately tend 
to increase the revenue. If President Diaz 
wishes to made his country prosperous, let 
him cut down the tariff so that the people of 
Mexico can trade, How can he expect to 
have a revenue when the country has nothing 
to sell, and the people are in that condition 
that they are ungble either to sell or to buy. 
The high taxes have placed everything above 
the reach of the common people. The 
American broom which sells here for a shill- 
ing, by the time it reaches Mexico costs $1.50. 
How is the woman who works for 25 cents 
a day tobuy a broom? The trouble with the 
Mexican revenues is that under the triple 
system of national, State, and city tariffs the 
people have been high-tariffed to death.

‘lic good might retain all the offices they hold 
now and gain a number of others In addition. 
They would have to be provided with a full 
list of Federal officials at home as well as 
with representation in both Houses of 
Congress and in the Electoral College. They 
would have much to gain by the proposed 
change, As it is now they monopolize nearly 
all the appointive offices and have one-half 
the elected W in the Privy 
Council. 

The exports of the Sandwich Islands ar- 
erage about $8,000,000 per annum, and the 
imports are somewhat less, Six-tenths of 
this trade is with the United States. It is 
not apparent that any great commercial ad- 
vantages would follow the annexation of the 
islands. No other argument of any force is 
offered in support of the scheme, unless it is 
that the Sandwich-Islanders represent a race 
that is rapidly dying out, and that before 
many years the United States might expect 
to hold this fertile country without any 
great embarrassment in the way of 
an alien population.

BALTIMORE TO NEW YORK. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 25.—The Philadelphia 
Times tomorrow will print an interesting interview 
with Chief Engineer Dougiass of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Company, regarding the building of 
that company’s line through this city to make a 
connection with the system, and to get a 
through route to New York. Among other things 
Col. Douglass said: “The length of time it will 
take to build the bridge across the Schuylkill, in 
case the ordinance granting us permission is passed, 
will depend on the luck we have with our founda- 
tions. I think we can build the bridge in four 
months. Two hundred carpenters and calkers will 
be put to work firat to build the caissons. The 
building of the caissons will consume several mull- 
fons of feet of. lumber. Four hundred stone- 
cutters and masons and 400 laborers will be put to 
work on the piers besides, and when the tron-work 
is put up between 1,500 and 2,000 men will be em- 


ployed, making about 3,000 men that will be at 


work on the bridge before its completion, besides 
the painters. 

„Wulle these men are at work on the bridge we 
will have fully 1,000 more stonecutters and masons 
at work on the road from Gray's Ferry road to 
Pennsylvania avenue, and about 1,800 laborers. 
The proposed tunnel will be 1,743 feet long. From 
the top of the real to the line of the introdus of 
the arch at the centre will be twenty feet. and the 
width of the tunnel at the base twenty-six feet, 
while at the springing line of the arch the tunnel 
will be twenty-eight feet wide. The tunnel will 
cost $100 per foot, or $174,300. arch will be of 
brick and the sides of stone. It will take about 
1,400,000 bricks for the arch. The tunnel will cost

HOW AN OLD ARTISAN OCATERS TO IMPECUNI- 
os PEOPLE WHO MUST SPORT A „pod.“ 
An old man and a young girl entered a Mad- 

ison street barber-shop yesterday and asked if 

thes bosses had any old ee that they 
didn’t want. 

“ What do you want them for?” the old man 
was asked. 

“ Block "em over and sell em; lereat demand 
for old plug-hats when they're blocked.“ 

He got two, which the little girl placed In a 
bag and afterwards left the place. They jour- 
neyed to a basement on Clark street, near 
Adams, where a number of men and women 
were at work burnishing old plugs.“ and get- 
ting them in condition for the blocks and 
steaming-room. In a show-vase were a num- 
ber of silk tiles, the best one being priced at 
$1, and worst at half that sum. The old man 
was full of business, but stopped long enough 
to tella purchaser that be was doing a good 
business biocking old plug-hats which had been 
discarded and selling them to persons who 
have a weakness for silk tiles, but who cannot 
afford to pay $5 for them. 

*I came from Cincinnati bout six weeks 
ago, and since I’ve been here I've sold over 
fifty plugs to persons this city. A silk hat 
ig a canopy that men about town have a liking 
for; they are lost without a silk tile, and pinch 
themselves to get one. No matter how bat- 
tered they are by being kicked about in alleys 
and back yards, [can make them as good as 
new in eighteen hours. Since the gamblers 
have been playing in hard luck I’ve been doin’ 

2 well. O, yes; a; gambler must have a 
silk tile. They wouldn’t patronize me at all if 
they had money to go elsewhere; but if they 
can got a silk tile for 81 instead of $5 they are 
saving money. It galls them, but they can’t 
do without the silk hat, A gambler must save 
all the money he can now, for they say that 
the winter is going to be very cold. 

Where do you get the hats?” 

“Find em in alleys, back yards, -ewill-bar- 
rels, etc. All I want is to get em, and ina 
short time I'll have them looking ‘s good as 
new. Wben I can’t find em I go to the stores 
and buy several hundred for about 10 cents 
apiece.” 

„How can you buy them at such a small 
outlay?“ 

Wen a man buys a new one he don’t want 
his old one, does be? Then be gives it to the 
hatman, and he throws it into acloset. In 
time they accumulate. I don’t cater to mill- 
ionaires; only men who want a plug hat and 
haven't got $5 to pay for one.“ 

The old man soon | me restless and po- 
litely withdrew. However, he gives employ- 
ment to a number of persons, and permits 
broken-down politicians and gamblers to grati- 
fy their weakness at a mali expense.

ter of He A. Merritt, to go ta Europe, and 
Mr. Merfitt.sent him $500 for his sister’s ex- 
penses, a the same time furnishing dis sister 
with £10 English money, and a letter of credit 
for 4200 m Miss Merritt according- 
ly accompanied Dr, Shoemaker to Eu- 
rope, the other members of the party 
being Mrs. Shoemaker and a Miss Biggs, the 
daughter of ex-Congressman Biggs of Delaware. 
Mr. Merritt in bis affiaavit, after enumerating 
the sums of money furnished by him, states 
that the defendant obtained from his sister the 
sum of £130 by various pretexts, and promised 
to return it when he got back to Philadelphia. 
This, it is asserted, he has never done, and it 
ia charged that over and above the expenses of 
the trip of the plaintiff's sister the defendant 
appropriated and converted to his own use the 
sum of $650. The affidavit further charges 
that the defendant attempted to accouat for 
tho moneys by a false and fictitious bill ren- 
dered by him. Then follows an analysis of the 
various items in the bili to show that railroad 
and steamship fares, cab hire, washing, and 
hotel expenses are grossiy overcharged. The 
defendant waived any charge for wine, but the 


’ duplicates of the hotel bills show, it is alleged. 


that wine was included in the bills; and it is al- 
leged that at Belfast a portion of the wine 
was consumed for the purpose ot impressing 
on the medical profession that the defendant 
was a man of means ana liberality. Miss Mer- 
ritt died some time after returning from her 


~ Buropean trip. 


An attempt was made to have the case tried 
in the New York courts, but the defendant got 
out of it by proving that when the summons 
was served he had been enticed into New York’, 


State by a detective. Mr. Merritt is bent on 


giving Shoemaker as much trouble as possible, 
and hence the charge and arrest in Chicago.

* by his attorney, J. J. Kennedy of Troy,

A MAN WHO TURNS A STARVING WOMAN AND 
HER BABIES INTO THE STREET BECAUSE SHE 
COULD NOT Pay HIM $6. 

L. N. Seb a photographer in business 
at No. 302 Milwaukee avenue, was prosecuted 
yésterday in Justice Arnd's court on the 
charges of disorderly conduct and the larceny 
of Mrs. Bertha Cohn's meagre housekeeping 
outfit, consistmg of a feather-bed, two pillows, 
and a trunk. Mrs. Cohn was living in a squalid 
flat, which she rented of Schmidt as agent for 
the owner, Mrs. Gail, for $6 per month, but 
she got in arrears to the amount of one month's 
rent owing to her husband's failure to find 
work in New York City, and Schmidt, 
after hounding. der for two days for 
the trifling sum due, ejected her 
the night of June 28. The poor 
woman had not tasted food for two days 
aud had not eaten a square meal for a montb, 


but, nerved by the cruelty of Schmidt and her. 


helpless condition, she took her baby in ber 
arms, and. telling ber other starving child, a 
boy 4 years oid, to follow her, walked the 
streets until she and the boy both sank down 
from exhaustion, The night being cold for the 
season, and both mother and babes being clad 
only in thin calico rags, their sufferings were 
intense. The next day warrants were sworn 
out for the arrest of Schmidt. He appeared in 
court in faultless attire, including a white vest 
and white necktie, and with rings on his fin- 
gers. His features are not attractive and his 
manners exceedingly disagreeable. 

Mrs. Cohn testified that she left her house 
June 23 in a vain: hunt for a little food for her 
babies, and when she returned she found that 
ber only worldly: chattels—her bed, box, and 
stove—were and in place was 
Schmidt. He read a paper to her then, but 
she did not understand it. He put her out and 
locked the door: Henrietta Kuchsbaum of 
No. 86 Tell place saw Schmidt taking the wom- 
an’s goods, and a little boy testified that be 
saw Schmidt pocket the key after locking the 
woman out. 

The prisoner denied that he bad not read the 
distress warrant previous to taking the goods, 
but admitted bis uit in making the levy him- 
self instead of putting the execution in the 
hands of a constable. 

„Where are this poor woman's goods now?“ 
asked Mr. Plotke attorney for Mrs. Cohn. 

They're mine now.“ the prisoner replied, 
showing a row. of white teeth. : 

% You'll pay mighty dear for this meanest of 
larcenies yet,.“ said Mr. Plotke. “It is the 
most outrageous thing I ever knew a man to 
dd. This man saw when he went to that house 
of hunger and want that there was not enough 
food in it to ort life a day for the three, 
and he couid not. help seeing that the few chat- 
tels she had were of less value than one-third 
of what the law aliows a householder exempt 
from seizure. 

Justice Arnd said he could not hold the de- 
fendant guilty ot larceny, and he dismissed 
that charge, but Continued the disorderly case 
until today to decide whether or not it is ma- 
terial to the proof that a disorderly act has 
been committed that the complaimant was at 
the place of disorder and was. disturbed by it.

Mayor Harrison bad on his desk yesterday

It was served by 
Deputy-Sheriff James Burke. He was not very 
communicative to reporters on the subject. 
As far as can learned he bas not yet en- 
gaged a lawyer, hut it is said he has several in 
contemplation. ; A friend said the oid man 
diain’t like the contest, but he was going to 
string it out untit after his term expired if he 
could. Mr. Harrison himself said the contest 
would last six years. 

Mr. McElhberne will probably not file the bill 
against Deyine and in Finerty’s interest until 
Monday. He has until Weduesday to do so, 
however. Mr. Harrison’s threat that he would 


prolung the contest by resorting to every dila- 
tory device was the subjectof generai com- 
ment yesterday. It was remarked that it did 
not appear well for the Mayor of the third o ty 
of the Nation ta make such a threat. A few 
days after the election Harrison asserted that 
be would not remain in the Mayor’s chair a 
week if it could be shown that be was not fair- 
ly elected, Now be will throw every obstacle 
in the way of tthe investigation to ascertain 
whether he was fairly elected. The boldness 
of his threats may possibly influence the Judge 
or the County Court to take judicial notice of 
them and to afford every facility for a speedy 
scrutiny of the ballots. The case cannot pos- 
sibly come up mn court until the second Mon- 
day in July. Then Harrison need not make 
answer before the following Thursaay. That 
day his attorney may come and ask for further 
time to reply. In tne meantime, however, 
a recount of the votes may and probably will 
be demanded. The court will probabiy desig- 
pate some attorney—a Master in. Chancery—to 
superintend this part of the work. It is not 
expected that this recount will be completed 
much before September. Who Harrison’s at- 
torneys will be is not known. It was suggested 
yesterday that he might ask the Council to des- 
ignate them and also make provisions for the 
payment of their fees.
